High-Rise Plan 
Gets Lone Backer 


The voice of a lone resident 
spoke out in behalf of three 12- 
story apartment buildings in Del 
Mesa Highlands at last night’s 
meeting of the San Rafael Plan­ 
ning Commission. 
About IS persons raised their 
hands to indicate they were 
present to object to the plan, 
prepared by Faradg Gilan-Farr 
for 24 5 acres off D Street at the 
foot of Wolfe Grade, owned by 
William Nock Co. 


Nock's application is for re­ 
zoning from single-family dwel- 
Ing with 20,0(KVsquare foot lots 
to "planned community.” Gilan- j 
Farr's plans call for a total of 
M2 units in the three high-rise 
buildings and 24 four-plexes. 
"As a whole. I am more for 
40 buildings and 200 trees than 
for 200 buildings and 40 trees." 
said A. Ix*onbard of 42 Grove 
Street, the only neighbor to give 
the proposal a good word "As 
to density, that’s another mat­ 
ter. hut multiple zoning may be 
in place here." 
There were plenty of trees on 
a model of the plan which was 
displayed by Gilan-Farr each 
placed to represent one real 
tree on the property, he said. 
One woman in the audience sug­ 
gested some might have to be 
removed to let in some daylight 
to the four-plexes. 
Most crucial objection was not 
expressed by any of the neigh­ 
bors in the audience, but by 
Planning Commissioner Charles 
J. Hendrickson. He pointed out 
that under the present zoning, 
about 50 homes would be allow­ 
ed on the 24.5 acres. 
"You’re 


asking 312 units; that’s over six 
times as many.” said Hendrick­ 
son, then, to chairman Fred C i 
Robbins Jr.: " I’m putting him 
on notice that he hasn't met the 
burden of showing the need for 
rezoning t h e ordinance r e - 
quires,” 


Gilan-Farr’s reply was that 
San Rafael needs such an apart­ 
ment development "in the heart 
of town.” 
Among eight nearby residents 
to speak in objection to the re­ 
zoning were Lawrence Garatti 
of 122 Antoinette Street, who 
questioned whether roads and 
sewers in the area were ade­ 
quate for the increased load and 
whether drainage would be a 
problem: I.awr£nce J. Solari of 
293 Makin Grade. Kentfield, who 
raised a question of hazardous 
left turns off winding D Street 
grade, and a woman who did not 
identify herself who said such 
a plan should include a school 
site. 
Although there is no school 
site. Gilan-Farr’s proposal does 
include giving 4 8 acres to the 
city for an addition to Gerstle 
Park, which adjoins a comer 
of the property. 
Nock, speaking for the pro­ 
posal, said he has turned down 
several opportunities to sell the 
land to speculators as " I have 
a certain affection for the City 
of San Rafael.” Nock is a form­ 
er mayor. 
Second hearing on the rezon­ 
ing will be held Sept. 15, at 
which time Nock's application 
for a use permit for the 312 units 
1 will also be considered.

We were fight­ 
ing public opinion." he recalled. 
There were so m any violations 
of the prohibition law that it 
was a hopeless job to track 
down all of them , so agents 
tried to concentrate on the big 
stills. Lawrence said. 
“ In those days, Marin County 
was not so much a problem of 
local violations, but a lot of 
smuggled stuff was coming in 
by sea,” he said. “ Large, load­ 
ed vessels would wait offshore 
and speedboats would bring the 
illegal liquor in at night, often 
in bad w eather.”

LOS ANGELES <AP»-It was 
the next to the last day of the 
1958 season and right * hander 
Early Wynn of the Chicago 
White Sox was seeking his 250th 
major league victory in a game 
against Kansas City. 


He didn’t get it The White 
Sox were beaten that day by a 
young right-hander who still re­ 
members the game in some 
detail. 


"Early Wynn just happened to 
be my boyhood idol.” he says. 
"I was kind of stage-struck. It 


was my first year in pro ball I 
and I hadn’t come up to the A’s 
until late in the season. And 
there I was. pitching against 
Wynn. 
“ I think I had a no-hitter for 
7 2-3 innings. Then Nellie Fox 
broke it up. But I beat 'em 2-1,” 


Early Wynn won 51 games 
after that, ending his playing 
career with an even 300 victor­ 
ies. and has since spent about 
a season as a coach for the 
Cleveland Indians. 


But Howie Reed, the pitcher 


who beat the White Sox that day i 
in 1950. had to wait nearly six 
years for his next major league 
victory. 


He got it last night, w h e n 
the Los Angeles Dodgers defeat­ 
ed the San Francisco Giants 
3-1. 


"I started the 1959 season with 
Portland in the Coast League.” 
Reed recalls, ‘‘and was about 
7-2 after a month and a half. 
The A’s brought me up in 
June. I lost a couple of close 
ones, then missed a couple of 


weeks with a finger blister, got 
bombed in Boston and was back 
in Portland ”

$40,000 for pitcher Ed Rakow in 
1961, but didn’t call Howie up 
from the minors until this sea­ 
son and started him only once 
before last night.

SAD SIGHT IN NEW YORK 
McElhenny Leaves Giant Camp

F A IR F IE L D . Conn. (DPI -

ny. a man whose total yardage 
reads like boxcar figures, had 
just finished walking the rough­ 
est 50 yards of his life.

“ I have nothing going.” he 
confessed frankly to someone 
who asked him about his plans.

said.

haven't given any thought to it 


at all, I haven't the least *dea 
what I*m going to do.” 
Telling the likeable McElhen­ 
ny he no longer was a member 
of the Giants at their training 
site here yesterday was almost 
as difficult for head coach Allie j 
Sherman as it was for the 190- 
pound veteran to accept the 
news. 
“ Sometimes I think this is the 
roughest part of the job,” Sher­ 
man said. 
McElhenny fully realized his 
age was against him when Sher­ 
man had to cut the squad to 45 
players yesterday and he also 
knew he was vulnerable be- 
- cause a knee injury limited his 
activity last year. Somehow he

But it hurt and the man who

He must have been thinking 
about many things, like how he 
was San Francisco's No. 1 draft

McElhenny disproved t h a t 
statement although it was ap­ 
parent he slowed up somewhat 
the past season.

Parents May Not Be To Blame 


(The first of two articles by 
Harry Milt, author and author­ 
ity on mental health with the 
National Assn. for M e n t a l 
Health for the past 14 years.

NEW YORK (CFB—MUUotts of 
mothers are needlessly carrying 
a feeling iI guilt about their 
children's emotional problems. 
A bright child fails in school 
and the mother wails 
“ What 
did I do to cause this?" 
Another child gets in a rough 
crowd, stays out beyond curfew 
and becomes defiant when her 
parents scold her 
The mother falls into bed and 
weeps: 
“ What did I do to bring t h i s 
about?” 
_____ 
THE FATHER stands help­ 
lessly by wondering what his 
contribution was to this debacle, 
but feeling that at most he was 
only an unwitting accomplice 


A child develops a speech dif-1 
ficulty, a reading problem, a 
hypochondrical fear of death, a 
crippling inferiority complex, a 
morbid fear of animals, an ex­ 
aggerated excitement about the 
opposite sex, an extreme moodi­ 
ness or hatefulness, and the 
mother tears herself apart with 
guilt—certain it is all her fault. 
You can t blame her for feel 
ing this way. 
For years, decades, psychia 
trists and psychologists h a v e 
been expounding the theory that 
most emotional problems of chil­ 
dren are caused by a difficulty 
in relationship between mother 
and child during the first few 
years, even the first few months 
of the child's life. 
EITHER THE CHILD was re­ 
jected. or overprotected; either 
neglected or overindulged. 
The experts are still saying 
the same thing, but now they are 
saying something else besides. 
They are saying that what 
happens between a mother and 
child depends not only on the 
mother’s attitude and actions. 


but also on what the child brings 
to the situation. 
Some children are bom emo­ 
tionally robust and can with­ 
stand the supposedly devastat­ 
ing rejection or overprotection 
with which the mother might re­ 
act because of her own emotion­ 
al problems and needs. 
OTHERS 
ARE 
emotionally 
sensitive and cannot stand up 
under the slightest lack of at­ 
tention, even at times when the 
mother is terribly overworked 
or distraught, and unable to 
give attention to anyone or any­ 
thing. 
Much more attention is being 
paid to the contribution of the ! 
inherited 
temperamental 
and 
emotional characteristics which 
the child brings to the interac­ 
tion with the mother. 
In extreme cases it is being 
said that the child is rejected j 
because he is impossible, and 
not that he is impossible because 
he has been rejected 
Furthermore, 
the 
experts 
point out. even if the m o t h e r 
does tend to reject or overpro­ 


tect the child, it is seldom some­ 
thing she is doing deliberately. 
VERY FEW MOTHERS delib­ 
erately or consciously reject a 
child. Rejection is a subtle emo­ 
tional process resulting, in most 
cases, from the mother's own 
psychological problems o v e r 
which she may have very little 
control. 
Where the mother overpro­ 
tects the child it is generally out 
of great concern for him and 
great anxiety about his safety 
and welfare.

Wash as soon after wearing as 
practical.

For clothes heavily soiled with 
mud and sand, use smaller loads 
to get maximum washability. 
Pre-wash in warm water in or­ 
der to loosen and dissolve soils. 
These would become set if im­ 
mediately washed in hot water. 
Cottons clean best at maxi­ 
mum recommended w a s h i n g 
tem perature. 140 degrees and up. 
WHETHER YOU use all-pur­ 
pose soap or synthetic detergent, 
always measure it. Never ap­ 
proximate. 
Increase the quan­ 
tity of soap or detergent accord­ 
ing to the hardness of water, as 
amount of soil increases on gar­ 
ments, and if there is oily soil 
present. 
Clothes that are washed to­ 
gether can be dried together. 
However, if you mix loads in the 
automatic drier, you must he 
prepared to remove the quicker 
drying items first. 
Jeans should be taken from the 
automatic drier while they still 
have a touch of moisture in 
i them. 
OVER-DRYING c l o t h e s not 
only shrinks them, but also per- 
manentlv harms the fabric.

For Just About Everybody 


Festival Theater's 1964 Straw Hat 
Revue has only two more weeks to run. 
Tt plays Wednesday through Satur­ 
day nights at the theater on Kensing­ 
ton Road just off Rolinas Road in San 
Ansel mo. 
If there is a vacant seat in the house 
for any of the remaining eight per­ 
formances. it will be regrettable. It will 
mean that someone who could have en­ 
joyed the show will miss it. 
Estimates are that about 8.000 peo­ 
ple will see the production before it 
closes its extended run this year. Un­ 
fortunately. this means that something 
like 170.000 or more Marin residents 
have NOT seen the show. 
This, too, is regrettable. No person 
who understands English (or Icelandic! 
could possibly sit through "What’s In 
It For Me?" without laughing more 
than once. 
The skilled cast sings, dances, plays 
and spoofs its way through nearly two 
hours of pure entertainment. They give 
you the feeling that they enjoy every 
minute of it as much as does the audi­ 
ence. 
Since Festival Theater moved to 


Mann in 1960, it has developed a mail­ 
ing list (principally by having those 
who attend sign a guest book! of more 
than 6.000 names. 
Attendance has grown. It is up more 
than 20 per cent this year over last. 
Ticket sales receipts are up 30 per 
cent over the previous high. But a 
strange thing is that only about 2,000 
of the names on the mailing list are 
Mann residents. 
The only conclusion to be drawn 
from this fact is that— like the prophet 
without honor in his own country — 
Festival Theater's prestige is higher 
elsewhere in the Ray Area than it is 
right here at home in Marin. 
It is difficult to imagine why this 
is so. 
The answer to the title question, 
"What’s In It For Me?" can only be: 
No matter who you are, there is a 
sequence of laughs in it for you. And 
you w ill be delighted with some of the 
tricky staging. 
We hope Festival Theater continues 
Straw Hat Revues on and on in Marin, 
providing the light hearted touch that 
is so welcome in our times of one crisis 
after another.

License Sales, Discount Prices 
Pose Gordian Puzzle For Brown 


(Last In a series of three 
article« on California's liquor 
fair trade law and the compli­ 
cations caused by the limit on 
the number of licenses.!

SACRAMENTO (CNSl-Gov-

Brown 
thinks the state should take a 
long, hard look at Its role in 
virtually prohibiting competi­ 
tion In the off sale liquor busi­ 
ness. 
Price competition is pre­ 
vented effectively by two state 
laws. One requires the state 
to enforce fair trade minimum 
prices 
for 
distilled 
spirits 
which are set by the distillers 
or wholesalers of particular 
brands of liquor. The other 
limits the number of off-sale 
licenses to one for each 2,500 
persons in a county. 
Thus the chain store which 
can buy liquor in 1.000-case 
lots or by the carload must 
sell at the same retail price 
as the small package store 
which buys two or three cases 
at a time. 
The 1.000-case purchase nat­ 
urally is made at a consider­ 
able discount but this cannot 
be passed along to the con­ 


sumer. In the past, attempts 
wrere made to give other bene­ 
fits or offer enticements to the 
consumer. 
¡Some stores gave away free 
party Ice; others free mixes; 
others fancy napkins or bar 
tools. 
But this was stopped 
quickly. In fact, liquor stores 
now may not give anything of 
value with the purchase. 
By the same token, com­ 
plicated regulations attempt to 
define when display equipment 
provided by the wholesaler is 
merely to displav liquor and 
w hen it becomes a useful piece 
of equipment for the retailer. 
One development which has 
come about because of fair 
trade is the private label busi­ 
ness. A volume dealer may 
have the distillery bottle li­ 
quor under his own label. He 
then can post a minimum 
price as low as he likes, so 
long as it covers his cost plus 
the 6 per cent for cost of do­ 
ing business as required by 
the antiquated unfair practices 
act. 
Experts in the ABC depart­ 
ment have been attempting 
for years to crack the situa­ 
tion which permits licenses, 
which are sold by the state,

to be worth $15.000 to $40,000 
on the open market. The sim­ 
ple answer, of course, would 
be to make licenses non-trana- 
ferrable. 
Under that system, a person 
going out of business could 
sell his real property and 
equipment but the state would 
have to re-issue the license at 
the $6.000 price. It would have 
the effect of destroying the 
investment of those persons 
who have paid $35.000 or $40,- 
000 for their licenses. 
New licenses issued by the 
state since 1961 may be sold 
for only $6.000 but this control 
extends to only a small per­ 
centage of the licenses. 
Removal of the license lim­ 
itations — one to 2,500 — would 
lower the price immediately 
and effectively, of course But 
here again the rug would be 
jerked out from under all of 
those who had invested in ex­ 
pensive licenses. 
There have been proposals 
that all transfers of licenses 
be prohibited after 10 years. 
This would give present licens­ 
ees 10 years in which to re­ 
coup their original investment. 
The latest proposal from the 
department, and one that is 
still alive and may be consid­ 
ered by the 1965 legislature, 
would relax the license quota 
somewhat. It would have the 
effect of topping off the license 
price ceiling at $15.000. 
Under this plan, if a person 
wanted a license in a county 
which already was up to its 
quota, he would be required to 
advertise for three weeks that 
he was willing to pay $15,000 
for a license. If. after three 
weeks, there were no takers, 
he could apply to the depart­ 
ment for a new* license. 
The department, of course, 
would have some discretion in 
the matter and could refuse to 
issue the license if it would 
cause too great a concentra­ 
tion of licenses in a particular 
area. 
This proposal will be in for 
plenty of opposition in the com­ 
ing months, both from the 
present license holders who 
want to keep the competition 
narrowed and from the tem­ 
perance group« who don’t want 
to see any more outlets for the 
•alt of liquor.

The Country Parson 


ATLANTIC CITY, N .J. - 
Despite the happy, light-heart­ 
ed. almost confident atmos­ 
phere at this Democratic con­ 
vention, there is a haunting 
feeling here that President 
Lyndon B. Johnson made a 
grave mistake in rejecting any 
kind of joint appearance with 
his Republican opponent on 
television. 


THE CONSEQUENCE is al­ 
ready becoming disturbing at 
the very moment when the 
Democratic 
high 
command 
figured that the sunshine of 
national publicity would he 
focused undimmed on their 
proceedings at Atlantic City. 
Now there is a cloud on the 
political horizon — the cloud 
that Sen. Barry M. Goldwater 
is clearly one-up on an im­ 
portant 
and 
possibly 
vote- 
winning point of campaign 
strategy. 
The 
disinclination 
of the 
president to appear jointly 
with Mr. Goldwater, to argue 
the increasingly sharp chal­ 
lenge the Republican nominee 
is making, seemed easy in 
theory. 
It is proving much 
more uncertain and uncom­ 
fortable in reality. 
It looked simple enough to 
the White House to have the 
Senate Democrats kill the re­ 
newal of the 1960 law which 
made possible the Konnedy- 
Nixon “debates” so that Mr. 
Johnson would not have to 
admit publicly that he was un­ 
willing to appear with Senator 
Goldwater. 


BUT IT IS NOT proving that 
simple. Goldwater is too re­ 
sourceful to leave it that way. 
He has Ingeniously offered to 
pay all the costs of the needed 
TV time and has challenged 
the president to come out 
from behind the congressional 
smokescreen or to proclaim 
openly that he is the one who 
is saying no, not for me. 
Actually 
there 
are 
three 
other ways the joint appear­ 
ance can be made possible 
even without action by Con­ 
gress to suspend the provision 
requiring the networks to give 
equal time to the peripheral 
candidates. 
(There were 
a 
dozen minor-party presidential 
nominees four years ago.) 
The Democratic and Republi­ 
can national committees could 
divide equally the costs of the 
necessary TV time and under 
these circumstances the two 


nominees could work out a 
mutually 
acceptable 
format 
which would not need to in­ 
volve the president in off-the- 
cuff debate. 
There is the NBC offer of 
six one-hour “Meet the Press* 
interviews — four 
with 
the 
presidential nominees and two 
with the vice presidential nom­ 
inees. 


THIRDLY, IT IS conceivable 
that the minor-party candi­ 
dates might well be willing to 
waive their equal-time rights 
if the networks would give 
them the opportunity to ap­ 
pear together on national TV. 
Certainly the networks ought 
to find out. 
Why would the joint TV ap­ 
pearances of President John­ 
son and Senator Goldwater be 
valuable to voters? 
They would enable voters to 
examine, side by side, the con­ 
flicting arguments and con­ 
flicting assertions of fact rath­ 
er than have to read one side 
one day and hope to find the 
other three days or three 
weeks later. 


THEY WOULD encourage 
the partisans on one side to 
listen to the presentation of 
the case on the other — and 
this would be highly educa­ 
tional. 
They would heighten public 
interest and bring out a larger 
vote, as the Nixon - Kennedy 
joint appearances did in 1960. 
Finally, the embryonic cam­ 
paign is heading into a harsh, 
bitter controversy on foreign 
policy. Republicans are mak­ 
ing 
insinuations 
about 
the 
president’s 
“ advance 
warn­ 
ing” to the North Vietnamese 
that we were about to destroy 
their PT boats — insinuations 
which can neither be proved 
nor disproved. Democrats are 
calling 
Goldwater 
a 
“ war­ 
monger” and Goldwater Is re­ 
plying in kind. 


THIS KIND OF STUFF will 
be terribly miasmic and di­ 
visive unless both nominees 
are willing to stand up, face 
to face, and talk to the Ameri­ 
can 
people 
under 
circum­ 
stances which will make It 
possible to measure intelli­ 
gently and promptly the wid­ 
ening gaps of fact and opinion 
between them. 
Joint TV appearances will 
do that bettor than anything 
else. 


ALLEN-SCOTT REPORT 
LBJ To Quarterback 
His Own Campaign 


“ I guess you can justify 
lying a little—to tell someone 
he’s done as well as you wish 
he had.”

ATLANTIC CITY—President 
Lyndon B. Johnson is keeping 
the reins of his campaign 
firmly in his hands and is 
bent, in effect, on being his 
own campaign manager. 
That is the characteristically 
“ taut ship” way he has always 
run his election battles, and 
this year, seeking the greatest 
political prize of all, will be 
no different. His apparent aim 
is to be both the entry and 
the jockey. 


WHETHER HE CAN pull off 
this unique trick remains to be 
seen. 
Meanwhile, authori tati ve 
word of this operational plan 
is being passed to state and 
local Democratic leaders as­ 
sembled here at the national 
convention. To many of them 
it’s no surprise. 
They have 
already seen evidence of it in 
their bailiwicks. 
As outlined to the party pros, 
the president’s formula for en­ 
suring his personal over-all 
control of the campaign is as 
follows: 


AT THE NATIONAL Com­ 
mittee level, he will retain 
Kennedy hold-overs in the key 
positions in which they have 
demonstrated their ability and 
effectiveness. Foremost among 
them are: 
Treasurer Richard Maguire, 
long-time close lieutenant of 
the late president, who has 
built up a record high cam­ 
paign 
chest 
variously 
esti­ 
mated as between 3.5 and 
7 
million 
dollars; 
Kenneth 
O'Donnell, who has been shift­ 
ed from the White House staff 
to executive director of the 
committee; Lawrence O’Brien, 
who is relinquishing his job as 
chief of congressional liaison 
to become the committee's di­ 
rector of organization. 
Also Frederick Dutton, who 
recently moved from the State 
Department as an assistant 


secretary, to become researcl 
and planning head of the com 
mittee; 
National 
Chairmai 
John Bailey, who was a figure 
head under the late president 
and will continue in that roll 
in the campaign. 
Intermingled among thesi 
experienced 
Kennedy 
inti 
mates are a number of hand 
picked “Johnson men”—som 
with a lot of know-how am 
others not so much. 
Outstanding in the first cate 
gory is James Rowe, a vel 
eran of national campaigns gc 
ing back to the New Deal i 
w hich he was one the “ brigh 
young brain trusters.” 
Notable in the still-unprove 
class is Clifton Carter, 4f 
year-old rangy Texan who i 
among the president's close? 
assistants. 
Johnson

dent’s man” in the Nation? 
Committee ever since—displa< 
ing Stephen Smith, Kenned 
brother-in-law who had thf 
role. Until lately, Carter ha

tor.” 


ON THE STATE LEVEL tY 
president is doing no mixinj 
He is putting the campaig 
strictly in the hands of prove 
supporters about whose loyalt 
(if not ability) he has r 
doubts.

Two Sets Of Public Servants 


In Tug-O-War Over Housing

VOWING TO AVOID confu­ 
sion, San Rafael s city council 
recently declined to pave the 
way for the Marin housing au­ 
thority to build 50 low-rent 
homes for elderly persons in 
the city, since the city is on 
the verge ol setting up a sim­ 
ilar plan of its own. 
But confusion may he a 
hard thing to keep out of 
the picture. This is one more 
example of the clash that can 
develop when two levels of 
government try to grapple 
with the same social problem 
I 
simultaneously. 
| 


BOTH COUNTY AND CITY 
have been studying the prob­ 
lem for months. A three-man 
committee headed by Council­ 
man Charles W. Aby offered a 
proposal in June for building 
10 units on city-owned land 
at Fourth and Union streets. 
A fairly simple plan, it would 
use no outside funds and would 
be limited solely to senior citi­ 
zens within specified income 
limits. 
At about the same time, 
county supervisors approved 
formation of a group which 
came to be known as the Citi­ 
zens’ Committee for Housing 
of Marin's Elderly, or HOME. 
The committee soon drafted a 
plan by which the existing 
county housing authority would 
build 200 senior citizens’ units 
around the county, of which 
50 would be in San Rafael. 


THIS PLAN CALLS for lib­ 
eral use of federal monies, and 
must be put to the voters be­ 
fore it can be carried out. 
County supervisors now have 
authorized placing the meas­ 
ure on the November ballot. 
But two weeks before a HOME 
delegation was to appear be­ 
fore the supervisors in this re­ 
gard, its members asked the 
San Rafael City Council for 
express permission to specify 
that 50 units would be in the 
city. 
The council, recalling situa­ 
tions 
where 
counties 
have 
“ moved in” on city jurisdic­ 
tion in many matters, recoiled 
and declined to act that night. 
Some councilmen flatly pre­ 
dicted the county housing au­ 
thority would put the city out 
of the low-rent housing busi­ 
ness if it got its foot in the 
municipal door. 
Postponing the request until 
the next council meeting, they 
doomed it to come up on the 
very eve of the HOME group’s 
appearance before the super­ 
visors. 


THIS W AS UNFORTUNATE 
timing. 
When 
it came 
up 
again, both sides found them­ 
selves in a tug-of-war, with no 
room for compromise. 
Council and committee held 
huddled conferences at oppo­ 
site ends of the council cham­ 
bers. Then Mayor John F. Mc- 
Innis said the city would stand 
pat. 
Reaction 
of 
HOME 
vice 
chairman Irving Chapman was 
that the county could still put 
those 50 units near, if not in, 
San Rafael. But he feared the 
city's response could cast .1 
pail on the county plan. 


“ THE ONLY ONES who suf­ 
fer from this will be the peo­ 
ple who need the housing." he 
observed, and suggested the 
city fathers were pouring cold 
water 
on 
something 
much 
closer to realization than their 
own plan. 
Councilmen seemed unmov­ 
ed by the latter comment, but 
still were uncomfortable about 
having to take a stand which 
might be taken as an indiffer­ 
ent one toward the needs of 
senior citizens. Yet they obvi­ 
ously resented having been 
put on the spot at the last 
minute. 
A small amount of commu­ 
nication along the wav, it ap­ 
peared. might have led the 
way to a reasonable solution 
instead of a stalemate. 
Whether Marin County's sen­ 


ior citizens really were the 
losers in that evening's cla^-o. 
onlv time will tell.

The principle is very simple. 
Constant, old boy: 
important 
tricks are important. Fight like 
a tiger for tricks that count to­ 
ward your contract; don’t strug­ 
gle for overtricks. 


AN EXAMPLE 
Take today’s hand, for exam­ 
ple. South does not need a sec­ 
ond spade trick; he has enough 
tricks for his contract if he 
brings in the clubs. 
The important tricks are those 
that South loses. He can afford 
to lose one club 
and 
three 
spades, but not one club and 
four spades. 
South may capture the king of 
spades with his ace at the first 
trick in the hope of winning a 
second spade trick later, but 
this is poor policy. The contract 
would not depend on that second 
spade trick, so it would be an 
unimportant trick. 


WOULD BE COSTLY 
Actually this play would cost 
South the contract. 
East would get in with the 
king of clubs to return a spade, 
whereupon West would defeat 
the contract with four spade 
tricks. 
South can assure the contract 
by turning his back on extra 
spade tricks. He refuses the 
first spade, allowing East to 
win with the king. 
RETURNS SPADE 
East returns a spade, and 
South finesses with the jack, 
losing to the queen. Back comes 
a spade to the ace. 
When South goes after the 
clubs. East cannot return a 
spade — thanks to declarer’s 
hold-up play. 
South easily wins the rest of 
the tricks, making his game 
contract.
